The Applicants and patent owner herewith request a Certificate of Correction 
under 35 U.S.C. §255 AND 37 C.F.R. §1.323.

The correction that is being made in claim 5 is for the purpose of correcting a 
typographical error that occurred in the amendment made to claim 5 in 
Amendment A filed June 25, 2007. A comma was intended to be inserted after the 
word "compliance" and the phrase "said stress and a value" was intended to read 
"said stress index value," conforming in terms of antecedent bases to the term 
"stress index value" that is used earlier in claim 5 (at column 8, line 22 of the printed 
patent).
